James Edgae Aybe. 

Algiers lost one of its best 
known citizens In the sudden death, 
at 6 !§0 last evening, of James Ed¬ 
gar Ayer, of 415 Delaronde street, 
aind bis friends and acquaintances, 
many of whom have known him 
for years, will miss him. Mr,, 
Ayer had been in poor health for 
years,-but his death was unex¬ 
pected. A daughter, Mrs. East- 
wood, is in Mobile visiting friends, 
and she was immediately called 
home by long distance telephone. 

James B. Ayer was born in 1838; 
and was a native of Bethel, Maine. 
During his early manhood he 
married Miss Emily Chandler and 
soon aftei? joined the Federal 
army and came South with his 
regiment. In 1863 he came to 
New Orleans as Isb Lieutenant of 
his company ip the Twelfth Maine 
Regiment, and only once after¬ 
ward did he return to his native 
State. In this same Maine Regi¬ 
ment was S. B. Packard, a brother- 
in-law of Mr. Ayer and a close per¬ 
sonal friend. Mr.Packard became 
the reconstruction Governor of 
I-ouisiana and gave Mr. Aj'er a 
position in the Custom House after 
the mustering out of his regiment. 
During the remainder of his life 
Mr. Ayer vsras employed in various 
capacities at the Custom House. 
He was made chief clerk to the ap¬ 
praiser, was at one time chief clerk 
at the bonded warehouse, and later 
became Chinese inspector. For 
the last two or three years he has 
been captain of the night watch,, 
his health not permitting film to 
assume any duty more arduous. 

After the war he brought his 
young wife to New Orleans, bub 
she died soon after. In 1875 he 
married Julia Steel of Algiers, 
who survives him. Twelve years 
ago Mr. Ayer suffered a stroke of 
paralysis, and his health slowly 
declined. 

Besides his wife, he leaves three 
daughters, Emma, wife of B. P. G. 
Hart, living in Tucson, Ariz.; Ada, 
wife of William W, Eastwood, Al¬ 
giers; and Julia, unmarried.;^ 
There is also a sister, Mrs. Oyrene 
S. Littlehale, in Bethel, Me. 

He’ was a member of Halcyon 
Lodge, Knights of Pythias | of 
Knights of Honor, Algiers Lodge 
No. 2549, and of Joseph A. Mower 
Post Grand Army of the Republic. 
The funeral will take place from 
his late home, ‘415 Delaronde street, 
at 3:30 this afternoon, and inter 
ment will be in Greenwood Ceme¬ 
tery.—New Orleans Times-Dem- 
ocrat, July 2.

shell the nuts and put the meats in a 
dainty box, to economize space, and 
don’t forget a liberal supply of Jap¬ 
anese paper napkins and a few paper 
plates. With these comforts you can 
tanch In a homey way and be inde¬ 
pendent of the autoqrat of the car din¬ 
ing-room, for a time at least.

In this progressive age, when all 
things are tending toward economy, of 
space and _purse> when landlords and 
hotel keepers are desirous of securing 
the largest possible sum. for the small¬ 
est possible accommodation, the com¬ 
fort of the individual is of secondary 
consideration—especially that of the 
fair sex, , They alone suffer from the 
architects’ Jack of consideration in 
alloting so small a space to the feta- 
Inine wardrobe. 

Many of the fashionable watering 
places have hardly room, enough fol 
the attractive and costly gowns be¬ 
longing to the girl of the period, And 
such a one worries her pretty face into 
a network of wrinkles over the prob¬ 
lem—^where to put all her outfit. Her 
less fortunate working sister probably 
would be willing to be weighted down 
by such a momentous question had 
she but the outfit to ponder over. 

Necessity is truly the mother of in-' 
vention, and this maxim was exampll- 
fled by an artistic and practical girl 
who encountered the same difficulty, j 
only it was the lack of money, as well 
as space, in her case. In desperation 
one day this Ingenious girl seized upon 
an idea. Finding an old pine box, the 
.thought dawned upon her that it 
might be useful as additional closet 
room, so to speak. 

It measured five feet in length and 
twenty inches wide. She varnished it 
Inside and out, adjusting four casters 
to it properly, besides screwing on the 
two hinges that held the lid. "When 
this hardest part of the work was 
accomplished, she covered the whole 
with a rose pattern of cretonne, cost- 
.fng twelve cents a yard. 

Round the lower part of the box 
was a deep ruffle of the cretonne, held 
by small brass heads. This made a 
most dainty and attractive pla'ce in 
which to keep not only pretty waists, 
but party.gowns as well. 

At one end it was divided off into 
a space large enough to hold hats. On 
the under part of the lid were eight 
small shoe bags, made of the rose cre¬ 
tonne, in which could be kept fans, 
evening slippers and fancy hosiery. 
■Very near the outer edge of the under 
part of the lid was a sachet hag, held 
in place by the little brass heads. 
This perfumed the clothes in a most 
delicate manner, giving to them the 
suggestion of a dainty odor, rather 
than permeating the atmosphere 'v^th 
a strong scent. 

This "party box,” as it is called, 
serves for a closet, shoe bag and bat 
box, and found its origin in necessity.

BEST METHODS OF DRAINAGE. 


Economical Advantages of Using the 
Sub-Drainage System. 

"Water is the most destructive agent 
to a road, and yet if a few simple 
principles are followed it can be easily 
dealt with. Earth is more susceptible 
to the action of water than any other 
road material, and for this reason too 
much attention can hardly be given 
to the drainage or roads. Drainage 
alone will often change a bad road 
Into a good one, while, on the other 
hand, the best road may quickly go to 
ruin for lack of drainage. 

Most country roads are too flat on 
top to shed water; indeed, a great 
many of them are not only flat but 
concave, the center being the lowest 
part, and as a result the water lies

It is undoubtedly true 
that many of our worst roads could 
be so improved by sUbdralns as to 
yield benefits to their users many 
times greater In value than the cost 
of the drains themselves. Subdrain- 
lug earth roads Is neither expensive 
nor difficult, but, like all other kinds 
of road work It takes good judgment 

Hundreds of miles of our roads are 
located on low level lands and on 
Springy soils, and thousands of miles 
In. the prairie States are for many 
weisks In the year 1vet and well-nigh 
Impossible. Such roads may be great!' 
1y benefited by suhdrainage. For this 
purpose it is advisable to construct 
horizontal drains tinder the roadway, 
which should empty into the opei 
drains;.or the natural Water coureea 
at frequent Intervals. 

These dtalis can be placed pai’allel 
With the surface ofc th©-road itx fOllihg 
countries, prdVlded they have a fall 
of not less than three-tenths» of a 
foot to each ibO feet. Outlets Into 
the ditches, hr preferahly into the 
adjacent field or streams, should be 
provided as often as practicable. The 
size of the drains will depend upon 
the distance between outlets as well 
as the grade of the ditoh. Ordinarily

lives. 

Bivide the great wealth of the 
world to day indiscriminately, 
equally among the common class 
—the world's people—and what do 
you suppose would happen? Is it 
Improbable that there would be a 
state of lawlessness and down right 
debauchery sufficient in a short 
time to overthrow civilization? It 
is true that while rich men seem to 
be monopolizing the wealth of the 
world and are oppressing the la¬ 
boring c^ass there are a thousand 
times more poor men who do not 
$:now how, or if they do know will 
not spend their paltry wages in a 
way to promote ,the most comfort 
and happiness to their families. 

Place the capital of our country 
and the management of its indus¬ 
tries in the hands of the discon¬ 
tented and the much oppressed 
class, and what in a short time 
would be the condition? Would 
the monopolsts be eliminated? 
Would all classes be dealt fairly 
with, and all willing workers have 
an opportunity to earn an honest 
livelihood? 

Is it not probable'that people 
would still be oppressed, robbed 
and tyrannized! It is not rash to 
suppose that the condition would 
be no more if as conducive to the 
peace and prosperity of our coun¬ 
try as it is now, for, not only is 
the disposition to monopolize and 
tyrannize permeating many of the 
so called laboring class, but there 
are many persona who with every 
opportunity could not be educated 
up to the standard that is nec¬ 
essary to do business on any con¬ 
siderable scale, to handle large 
sums of money aud large amounts 
of material. Thousands lack even 
the natural ability to do business. 
Many have wasted the opportuni¬ 
ties that have come to them; and 
if one will not improve a small 
opportunity nor discharge efficient- 
'ly the duties involved in a small 
affair, it is not likely that he 
would or even could succeed in a 
much larger matter. 

Idleness is too much the beset¬ 
ting sin of the world to day, though 
happily we believe the majority 
are at work. 

Thenthe Apostle gives an .jn- 
j’unction to capital when he says 
“when the fruits of honest toil ex¬ 
ceed the necessities of life and cap¬ 
ital appears, when one has enough 
and to spare, he should generous¬ 
ly give to him that needest.” 

The great capitalist of the Uni¬ 
verse is God, but how does He use 
his capital? The Psalmist tells 
ns when he says, ‘‘Thou openest 
Thy hand and finest all things 
living with plentiousness.” With 
graciousness He dispenses His 
gifts, for He makes His sun to 
shine upon the evil and the good, 
and His rain to descend upon the 
just 'and the unjust, His stars to 
shine as brightly over the log 
cabin as over the'palace. Who

How the British Museum Was Started. 

An. observer recalls the Interesting 
circumstances of the establishment of 
the British Museum. The funds for 
the Institution -were raised by a lottery, 
■which was authorized in 1753 by an 
act of Parliament, the Archbishop of 
Cancellor' and the Speaker being the 
managers and trustees, each to re¬ 
ceive £100 as an honorarium. The 
amount of the lottery is said to have 
been a million and a half dollars 
(£300,000), which was raised by £3 
tickets, to provide £200,000 for prizes, 
varying in value from £10,000 to £10, 
and £100,000 for the purchase of the 
Museum’s nucleus—the Sloane collec¬ 
tions and the Harleian Library; also 
to provide cases for the ac^isitions 
and to meet other expenses. It will be 
remembered that the lottery became 
notorious through the activities of a 
certain Peter Lehcup, who shrewdly 
cornered the tickets and had them 
|.sold at a premium. Leheup was after¬ 
ward prosecuted for breach of trust 
and fined £1,000, which could nqt have 
troubled him. much, as his profits 
from the deal were .£40,000.—Harper’s 
Weekly.

Keeping Hair Curly. 

Hair that is very oily is difficult to 
keep in curl by any metnod. it must 
first be rendered soft and. dry by 
thorough shampooing; then it may be 
waved or curled successfully, 

The repulsive stringy appearance 
of oily hair can only he overconje by 
frequent shampooing; about once in 
two weeks Is usually sufficient, if 
combs and brushes are kept clean by 
weekly washings. 

A little pure bay rum, two parts 
to one part of water, rubbed into the 
scalp and used to moisten the hair 
will assist in keeping it dry and In a 
healthy condition. 

When using the curling or waving 
tongs test before applying them to 
the hair. If paper is quickly scorch¬ 
ed the iron is too hot; a test of two 
seconds without discoloring the paper 
shows the iron is about right. Never 
n^lect to wipe away any smoke 
which may have accumulated on the 
iron while heating; It is there even 
though you cannot see it. 

A curling fluid, said to be very 
efficacious in keeping the hair in curl, 
is made as follows: To'one point of 
hot water add one-half ounce- of re¬ 
fined borax and one drachm of gum 
arable. When the ingredients are dis¬ 
solved add two tablespoonfuls of spir¬ 
its of camphor. Strain through fine 
muslin and bottle for use. Moisten 
the hair with the fluid and roll up 
each lock on kid paper curlers and 
leave until perfectly dry,
